veillance, burglaries, threatening phone 
calls and other instances harassment. 

The suit names defendants, includ- 
ing two former mayors, two former po- 
lice chiefs, the current police chief, the 
telephone company, individual phone 
company personnel, four FBI agents and 
number individual police officers. 
The plaintiffs the case include sev- 
eral who now live the Boston area. 
civil suit, which the plaintiffs are 
asking for money damages under var- 
iety anti-wiretapping and invasion- 
of-privacy statutes. Attorney John Wil- 
liams, one four lawyers representing 
the plaintiffs, told the Phoenix that the 
amount damages requested has not 
been set, but lower than” 
$100 per person for every day which 
their conversations were overheard (with 
minimum $1000 per_person).

260-page consent decree which puts the 
Authority substantially under court con- 
trol for the next three years. 

The decree, believed the first 
its kind the country, prescribes some 
160 specific actions performed 
the BHA over the next months. 

Under the order, Judge Garrity named 
housing expert Robert Whittlesey 
three-year term oversee the plan im- 
prove the projects. Whittlesey will 
charge changes hiring and mainten- 
ance detailed the decree. 

The agreement was hammered out 
eight months negotiations among rep- 
resentatives the BHA, the Tenants Pol- 
icy Council, and lawyers from the Great- 
Boston Legal Services representing the 
tenants. However, the decree fell short 
full court receivership sought the ten- 
ants the suit, brought February, 
1975, Armando Perez, tenant the 
Mission Hill project. 

Before Judge Garrity signed the decree 
last week wanted tenants have 
chance speak about the document. 
Eleven people spoke. Two complained 
that gas was leaking from their stoves; 
one woman mentioned her problem with 
spray painter; others mentioned leak- 
ing roofs, roaches, broken windows, and 
lack security. One woman from the 


Hill project told the judge,

Meanwhile, three blocks away, BHA 
white-collar employees continued their 
strike, which had begun the previous Fri- 
day.

Public housing already extremely 
expensive program both the state and 
federal For fiscal year 1977, operat- 
ing subsidies which simply help hous- 
ing authorities across the country meet 
their regular labor, maintenance and util- 
ity expenses, added some $575 mil- 
lion. The Carter administration has pro- 
posed $665 million for fiscal year 1978; 
the Senate will vote Monday bill 
sponsored Massachusetts Senator Ed- 
ward Brooke that would raise that figure 
$708 million, the amount requested 
housing authorities across the country.

vided for fiscal years 1976 through 1978 
help repair and replace outdated elec-

The agency runs 
the fourth largest program the coun- 
try, with 21,669 apartments; some 55,000 
people, percent the city’s popula- 
tion, live public housing. the-apart- 
ments, 13,813 units projects were 
built the federal government and are 
regulated the Department 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD); 4599 units developments 
were built the state and are watched 
over the Massachusetts Department 
Community Affairs (DCA). The balance 
the apartments state and federal 
leased housing units. 

state authority governed five- 
member board commissioners, BHA 
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legally independent entity. the 
same time, bound state and fed- 
eral regulations that determine how 
shail its work. The state and federal 
governments limit the amount rent 
BHA can collect from tenants per- 
cent family’s income. many cases 
included), rents not even cov- 
the cost utilities. BHA thus depends 
operating subsidies pay its bills. 

The agency required state law 
pay its maintenance employees per- 
cent the prevailing wage rate the 
construction industry. the same time, 
BHA hamstrung union regulations 
which require that workers perform lim- 
ited and specific tasks. For instance, only 
plumbers can change toilet seats BHA 
projects, and only plumbers are allowed 
unclog sinks toilets; plumbers make 
average $9.07 hour BHA be- 
cause the 80-percent law. Only reg- 
istered electrician can remove light- 
switch plate replace exterior light; 
electricians make $9.57 hour. And 
BHA wants fix broken window 
which the frame damaged, must 
bring $8.38 per hour 
fix the frame, glazier $7.50 hour 
replace the glass, and painter $7.89 
per hour paint the 

Before Perez, BHA was controlled 
City Hall when came questions 
personnel. Since four the five housing 
commissioners are appointed the may- 
or, relatively simple for determined 
mayor use the obscure and often anon- 
ymous housing authority for the pur- 
pose patronage. And use it, Mayor 
White and his predecessors did. Among 
all personnel, from the lowliest laborers 
the chief administrator, political loyal- 
and service were the watchwords. Af- 
ter five years employment, they re- 
ceived civil service tenure, virtual guar- 
antee lifelong job. 

The result that the housing author- 
ity does not work. The triple threat de- 
pendence perennially inadequate state 
and federal subsidies, union regulations, 
and civil service/patronage protection 
makes for agency that can little 
more than survive. 


litigation, the situation BHA shows lit- 


tle improvement. October, 1975, BHA 
had, according the fig- 
ures, 1834 vacant apartments; April 
this year, there were 2497 vacancies. 
some developments, low vacancy rates 
1975 have now become serious prob- 
lems. The Orient Heights project East 
Boston has 112 vacancies, compared 
1975. the Commonwealth develop- 
ment Brighton, the rate has jumped 
from 54; Franklin Field Dor- 
the jump from nine 89; 
the Charlestown project, from 102 203. 

Racial segregation much more evi- 
dent BHA housing today. 1972, 
there were non-white families the 
Charlestown project; now there one. 
the East Boston project, there were 
non-white families; now there are eight. 
Street South Boston, there were 
black and Spanish-speaking families 
1972; now there are six. 

With the exception Columbia Point, 
which has been aided million 
federal Target Project Program funding, 
all BHA family developments are 
poorer repair than they were two years 
ago. February last year, the Auth-

ers from its staff meet the budget de- 
mands HUD; most those laid off 
were maintenance workers, leaving BHA 
even less room handle ordinary main- 
tenance needs. The present staff 620 
gives BHA one the lowest ratios per- 
sonnel apartments among all large 
housing authorities the country (the 
Philadelphia program, with 23,913 un- 
its, has staff 1763; the Baltimore 
Housing Authority, with 17,634 units, 
has 983 employees). 

The BHA continues teeter the 
edge bankruptcy. The Authority has 
cash deficit $2.8 million the federal 
program, and $2.9 million the much 
smaller state program. One way BHA has 
handled this cash shortage has been 
put off paying its utility bills. BHA now 
owes Boston Edison more than mil- 
lion unpaid electric bills, and Boston 
Gas some $1.1 million. (Both these con- 
cerns are now attempting force BHA 
pay with 19% annual interest; BHA 
trying talk them out it.) The 
Authority also owes the City Boston 
$1.5 million for two years unpaid 
water and sewer bills.

housing. found against BHA, DCA, 
Governor Michael Dukakis and State 
Treasurer Robert Crane, and ordered that 
some $40 million state bonds ear- 
marked for public housing construction 
and improvements spent bring BHA 
housing standards set housing 

July, 1975, the Supreme Judicial 
Court ruled that Garrity had exceeded his 
authority naming defendants any 
the parties except the BHA. Garrity and 
the GBLS lawyers were left with BHA, it- 
self pauper, their sole defendant. 

This setback caused Garrity and Rat- 
ner focus BHA mismanagement and 
incompetence. Ratner maintains that 
was always concerned with these issues, 
and tried have the federal court ad- 
dress them the Boston HUD case. BHA 
officials, who had been hoping for Per- 
victory until the SJC decision, claim 
that these issues were not brought un- 
til GBLS had nowhere else go.

automobiles. But mopeds are dif- 
ferent. calm weather, when 
read. conditions are good, mo- 
peds are safe. 

The reason speed. law, 
mopeds are limited top speeds 
mph. (If you pedal like mad 
downhill slope, you can 
clock mph.) Motorcycles, 
the other hand, can travel even 
faster than cars. 

Mopeds are somewhat swifter 
than bicycles, which cruise 
about mph. But the two ve- 
hicles have about the same de- 
gree danger: you fall off, you 
can scrape yourself badly, even 
break arm. Most cyclists don’t 
wear helmets, and head injuries 
are also possible. When serious 
bicycle accidents occur, car 
usually involved. The same true 
moped accidents. Because mo- 
tor-bikes have low center 
gravity and travel low speeds, 
it’s hard crack one all 
yourself, but collision with car 
another matter. 

But mopeds, like bicycles, re- 
main safe (after all, let our 
children ride bicycles). France, 
recent statistics show that motor- 
bikes are involved only per- 
cent many accidents per ve- 
hicle cars (though the figures 
are not exactly equivalent be- 
cause mopeds, used only short 
trips, average fewer miles per ve- 
hicle). Still, low-speed accidents 
are less likely serious. With 
drum brakes, moped traveling 
miles-per-hour can stop 
short six feet.

Continued from page 
monasteries France the Mid- 
dle Ages. The monks loved it. 
They played outdoors the 
courtyard. The odd shapes, 
angles and nookeries the 
makeshift playing area have been 
almost exactly duplicated 
modern courts. Most noticeably, 
the sloped roof that covers the 
galleries derived from 
the roof covering the monastery’s 
cloisters. The roof called the

1368. But Charles didn’t know 
what was getting himself into. 
many sports, court ten- 
nis attracted lot shady 
characters and gamblers. The 
stakes were high; matches were 
fixed; fights and riots broke out 
among the spectators, forcing 
Charles put severe limitations 
the number matches played 
all this within year his 
building the court. But the fans, 
players, gamblers and royalty 
were not denied. Tennis 
again flourished Paris, and 
1600 there were about 2000 
courts that city. 

From tennis was 
introduced England where 
thrived during the reign the 
Tudors. The kings England 
and France often argued over 
their skills. Court tennis had 
arrived the game kings and 
king games. The most famous 
cross-channel dispute started 
with the appearance the 
Dauphin France the (royal) 
court Henry England, 
bearing gift tennis balls from 
his father (everyone knew the 
French made the finest balls). The 
youthful Henry was good 
player, but inferiority complex 
surfaced the presentation the 
balls.

Henry VIII. said that 
Henry VIII played lot tennis 
but wasn’t very good.

Stockton, who has 
been playing court tennis for five 
years, the Tennis and Racquet 
Club and his roots are 
set deep the history the club.

The Sacred Wood, T.S. Eliot argued 
with his customary startling accuracy 
that the serious poet’s most useful 
attitude towards language was one 
“animosity.” Instead submitting the 
poet, riouns, verbs and adjectives 
themselves give the orders: one word 
eliminates itself too pontifical, another 
has the wrong sound, third comes too 
close Wordsworth. Robert Pinsky, 
his excellent critical overview, last 
The Situation Poetry, carried the 
argument further, explaining that the 
Modernists themselves (Eliot, Ezra 
Pound, Wallace Stevens, Marianne 
Moore, al.) extended the subject matter 
poetry without fundamentally altering 
its means. That is, while one before 


1920 had ever written anything like The 
Waste Land Paterson, both Eliot and 
William Carlos Williams managed what 
they did not challenging the 
assumptions language but 
challenging the assumptions poetry:

ollercoaster B-movie plot 


with A-movie said its star, 
George Segal, over lunch recently, and 
though left out couple adjectives 
his summation essentially cor- 
rect. Smoothly directed James Gold- 
stone, whose last outing was the egre- 
gious Swashbuckler, Rollercoaster 
straightforward, gimmicky action pic- 
ture that might easily have been made for 
(like most scripts writers Richard 
Levinson and William Link) were not 
for its cost: $10 million, according 
Segal. And the movie does its job. holds 
your interest for hour and half, 
arousing mild anxiety suspenseful 
scenes and mild amusement humo- 
rous ones, and when it’s over only the 
faintest impression lingers. 
mass-market Hollywood product, bland 


-enough suit any taste, enjoyable 


enough dispel any regrets you might 
have about missing Rhoda, fast-moving 
enough dispense with such distrac- 
tions motivation relationships. 
disaster movie about terrorist (Timothy 
Bottoms) who shuttles from one amuse- 
ment park another and threatens 
blow rollercoasters isn’t paid off, 
nevertheless features remarkably little 
violence. only had cuddly dog 
two and smoking, might have been 
the first terrorist movie garner rat- 
ing. 

“You get too much into charac- 
ter movie like Segal explained, 
then the audience will resent 
when you get back into the But 
when Rollercoaster much dips toe 
into.the murky depths characteriza- 
tion, already over its head. Segal 
plays safety inspector whose respect for 
Bottoms’s dastardly handiwork pleases 
the bomber. fact, Bottoms demands 
that Segal the one bring him suit- 
case full payoff money collected from 
various amusement park owners. And 
upon discovering that the bills have been 
marked grizzled government agent 


(Richard Widmark yet another steely, 


self-parodic role), even chooses the 
rollercoaster Segal just inspected 
next target. ordinary joe facing off 
with brilliant desperado, Segal could 
have been many things; unfortunately, 
the filmmakers have tried make him 
everything once: Bogart-like film 
noir loner, Woody Allen-ish neurotic, 
self-effacing mastermind the mold 
Columbo Levinson-Link creation), and 
forth. Segal himself envisions the hero 
‘and the script proffers few clumsy 
scenes which Segal enrages his super- 
iors, Dirty Harry-style, refusing 
But just wash. For once 
again Segal playing the part per- 
fected movies like Blume Love, 
Touch Class and Fun with Dick and 
Jane: the shameless, smart-alecky subur- 
ban schmuck, guy who know he’s 
insensitive and selfish and suffers for it, 
but will never change. Although 
performance deft and charming, his 
character all but lost the 
confusion between film noir and film 
schlemiel. Sometimes the only thing that 
holds things together Segal’s thin, lu- 


pine grin. 


much-ballyhooed effects are 
mostly tracking shots from the front 
seats hurtling rollercoasters; 
fun but they leave you wishing for either 
Cinerama sick bag. also some 
well-done carny atmosphere, replete with 
gaggle singing ceramic mushrooms 
and outre performance the neo- 
hysterical rock band, Sparks. Unfor- 
tunately, it’s all orchestrated accommo- 
date the miracle Sensurround, which 


these beleaguered ears resembles wall 
blown stereo speakers shivering the 
most calamitous outtakes from Kiss 
Live the Lai Massacre. Worse, 
Rollercoaster uses this marvel 
criminately, that candle pins knocked 
over penny arcade emit the same 
tooth-grinding rumble derailing roller- 
coasters, and even the merry-go-round 
sounds like springtime Krakatoa. 
irksome watch the movie manipulate 
and then mock for being mani- 
pulated. jump because think 
just heard the San Andreas fault 
buckling, the film fairly smirks: turns 
out only little kid playing with 
firecrackers. Nor are such pranks con- 
fined the soundtrack. When travel- 
ing shot whooshing along 
potentially disastrous rollercoaster ride 
veers off into mid-air, does only 
return safely cotton candy-de- 
vouring couple down below the roller- 
coaster continues merrily its way. It’s 
cheap trick which lampoons viewers for 
trusting the camera. But such jokes back- 
fire. Well before the end this one- 
dimensional little movie, both our sus- 
pension disbelief and our interest have 
vanished.

Liliane Kermadec’s visually elegant 
film tells true story: her subject, Aloise, 
was Swiss woman (born 1886) who 
was confined insane asylum during 
World War and spent the remainder 
her life there. After decades unhappy 
solitude she somehow pulled herself to- 
gether and began paint strikingly 
original, style, and when her 
work was exhibited Paris 1967, at- 
tracted international attention for both its 
inherent aesthetic qualities and its revela- 
tions disturbed mind. Although this 
story, Kermadec’s film largely 
failure. The main reason, fear, that the 
sources Aloise’s madness and crea- 
tivity are essentially mystery the 
director, and so, cover her bewil- 
derment, she has fallen back banal 
feminist and Laingian notions. The result 
film that manages incoherent 
and complacent the same time. 


During the credits red sun photo-

Where are the 
strengths her that will later enable her 
become artist? never know, and 
help feeling that the movie 
might have begun make sense emo- 
tionally Kermadec had forgotten 
feminist cliches about women with-

hen Aloise grows older (played 


Delphine Seyrig) and cracks 
during the war (the thought men kill- 
ing each other drives her mad), Ker- 


madec. relies the familiar routine about 
the mad being saner than the sane, but 
soul still doesn’t come into focus. 
Rather than investigating the connection 
between Aloise’s mental state and her 
decision paint, Kermadec shows 
how superior Aloise the nurses and 
doctors and art-lovers who try take 
care her. Seyrig definitely not the ac- 
tress for madhouse sequences and mo- 
ments mysterious, crea- 
tivity. Tall and elegant, with wandering 
eyes and warm, vague-sounding 
voice, this actress made her splash years 
ago Alain exquisitely com- 
posed mannequin Last Year Marien- 
bad and Muriel. trying more 
this picture, but the results are rather 
like swan imitating wet hen. Seyrig 
unconvincing that when Aloise makes 
her breakthrough artist you hope 
Seyrig will least have chance get 
out her madhouse rags and wear some 
nice clothes for change (she doesn’t). 
Boredom will make cynic out even 
the most high-minded moviegoer.

PHOTOGRAPHY 
Color comes 
into its own 


More than just mimetic device

now familiar cry among pho- 
tography enthusiasts has been, 
will color photography come into its own 
art and burst its bonds advertis- 
ing, science and family 
While the lament continues out force 
habit, increasingly there less reason 
for it, for first generation authentic 
color-oriented photographers con- 
spicuously emerging. Reared age 
advancing color processes and unen- 
cumbered strictly black-and-white in- 
fluences, these new colorists are free 
experiment with color the way their ante- 
cedents experimented with black-and- 
white. Absorbed color, they have the 
talent prove that color photography 
not merely the perfect mimetic device, 
but viable creative medium. 

John Szarkowski, curator photog- 
raphy the Museum Modern Art, has 
pointed out the need color 
photography. Just such brand-new per- 
spective what David Robinson de- 
lightfully achieves his dye transfer 
prints reflections view Kiva Gal- 
lery through June 18. Photographing re-

All the com- 
poser’s later great operettas derive from 
this one, and during the years the Sec- 
ond Empire they gave Paris reputation 
for unregenerate frivolity from which 
still recovered. young man, 
Offenbach had labored the music 
director the Comedie Francaise, where 
had been forced grind out inci- 
dental music for dozens dreary clas- 


sical tragedies, and was determined 
Orpheus take his revenge all those 
years drudgery. His means were exag- 
geration, parody and sheer impudence 
when, for example, portentous Mey- 
eerbeerian recitative collapses into trivial 
yodeling. 

The first audiences Orpheus were 
only moderately amused. One-act 
operettas Offenbach had been playing 
and around Paris for years (one 
them, Oyayaye, Reine des re- 
lates the romance cannibal queen and 
double-bass player!), and this seemed 
only one more entertaining but negli- 
gible folly. Then lucky fell. 
Jules Janin, the ferocious critic the 
Journal des Debats, condescended visit 
the theater and was horrified what 
saw. Crying desecration and sacrilege, 
flayed the whole enterprise article 
that quickly caught the public’s atten- 
tion. The public naturally reacted the 
public will, flocking hundreds 
Offenbach’s farce see what all the fuss 
was about.

Prosaic pessimism

lot from Elsa Morante’s ambitious His- 
tory: Novel. Its plot, which chronicles 
the lives representative members 
downtrodden masses during the 
1940s, recalls the great neorealist films 
and novels produced Italy after World 
War II. Yet the book’s promise quickly 
dissipates: whereas the best neorealist 
works examined themes universal 
appeal, History seems strangely culture- 
bound; and whereas neorealist authors 
and directors relied spare, pseudo- 
documentary style perfectly suited 
their artistic intentions, Morante’s 
method presentation is, best, une- 
venly realized.

Along with O’Hara and John 
Ashbery, Koch regarded one the 
founders the New York School 
Poets, catch-all which, like most literary 
labels, obscures something important, 
namely unique talent. Though his 
quick literary allusions and his use 
urban expressions and place names have 
been repeatedly imitated, the imitators 
escape blame because they’re not 
imitating Kenneth Koch, certainly not; 
they’re members the New York 
School. Koch himself continues press 
ahead, working the same vein has 
mined for productive years the 
relationship between the wordless 
excitement romance and the word- 
filled, philosophic excitement creating 
poetry, relationship fraught with 
many possibilities for mutual antagonism 
and misunderstanding the relationship 
between what poet intends and what his 
words say. The Duplications, written 
sonnet form (like Ko, Season 
Earth before it), turns this relationship 
over once more. The remarkable 
inventiveness equal his epic task; the 
duplications here multiply exhilaratingly, 
from rebuilding Venice Peru finding 
stand-in for Donald Duck, and 
eventually they suggest the still- 
honorable notion that the creation 
duplicate worlds the proper work 
artists. Some the imaginative flights 
here are less charming than others, and 
the work whole fails capture the 
numb excitement romance 
pungently The Art Love did, but it’s 
obvious that Koch still believes 
romance the romance writing 
something new and alive well the 
other kind. 

The struggle emotions, romantic 
otherwise, versus words, sonnet form 
otherwise, course not exclusively 
the province poets working Eng- 
lish. Some the strongest poetry I’ve 
read this spring Greek, Yannis Rit- 
sos. would hard imagine figure 
less like Kenneth Koch than Ritsos, who 
has spent most his years fighting 
against the various oppressors his coun- 
try has endured, but his approach his 
craft seems, Rae Dalven’s translation 
least, rigorous and sensitive that 
any the poets under review. Bos- 
ton’s David Godine Press responsible 
for The Fourth Dimension (156 
pp., $5.95), his first comprehensive col- 
lection available this country. Some 
shifting aesthetic gears necessary 
when reading The Fourth Dimension, be- 
cause its primary concern not with art 
private quandaries but with human 
dignity, the horrors war, and essential 
qualities the Greek character. Yet the 
poems never wallow didacticism the 
nationalistic mumbo jumbo that chatac- 
terizes, say, Yevtushenko’s musings 
Russia. Defying language’s inherent ten- 
dency toward abstraction, Ritsos cleaves 
sensual, even homely detail. finds 
his metaphors snails, blackened pots, 
the bells clown’s cosutme. 

Olga Broumas refers fairy tales, 
particularly Greek ones, Beginning 
With (Yale University Press, pp., 
$2.95). Broumas this year’s Yale 
Younger the last selected Stan- 
ley Kunitz (next year’s judge will 
Richard Hugo). Her chief talent struc- 
tural: each her poems carefully de- 
signed (its central metaphor worked out 
compatible images) and each turn 
has its special place the greater design 
the book whole.

Yet his con- 
fessions are never turgid pointless, and 
his reflections are never simplistic. The 


‘centerpiece this collection, for ex- 


ample, long elegy for the 
mother; given such subject, the poem 
runs little risk maudlin sermoniz- 
ing. Indeed, one its sections, “Lov- 
does come across first reading 
sentimental. Yet the whole poem 
carefully wrought, the ideas each por- 
tion balanced against the concepts sur- 
rounding them, that the emotions are ex- 
plored without poet reader succumb- 
ing worn-out modes expression.

The best poetry published 
this spring continues the work the 
Modernists and the work serious poets 
since least the Romantic revolution 
the early 19th century. They attempt 
bring new areas feeling under scrut- 
iny, and means the tool, 
language (and even sometimes when 
odds with that tool), they investigate the 
realm the spirit.
